But now there can be only one decision. 

Responsible leaders In the Catholic church, 
both clergy and lalty, have denounced "Social 
Justice" so many times It Is hardly necessary 
to point out that what Is written here can in 
no way be considered a reflection on that 
great rcUglotis Institution.

deceivers; plotters and collaborators to mete 
out to them their Just rewards. Tlie longer we 
wait for that day, the severer ^11 be the 
repercussions."

The defeatism and racial poLson of "Social 
Justice" today amount to sedition. Every Is- 
sue Is on Insult to America, to the press, to 
religion — and to you, — 

The call Is for action. That means action 
against the enemy. And the enertiy Includes

Tlic NIpponc.ie nre .said to hnve n 
million troops ready nt the Slbcrlnn 
frontier, but the BobhevlaLi nbo re- 
portedly hnve a In rgc. force ot un- 
known numbers.
